I can think of no subject that

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A WARNING, 
ESCAPE FOR 
YOUR LIFE 


CLEVELAND, Miss.—We are 
in Mississippi where the big 
river and other streams have 
been on a rampage almost all 
the winter and spring. They 
have been rising steadily for so 
long. The water would recede 
sometimes but kept getting still 
higher. The threatening time 
came when in many places the 
water was near the top of the 
levee and some places running 
over. Many hearts began to fail 
and could see the real danger. 

Peak places began to appear in 
the levee until a break came 
west and south of Cleveland. 
The water swept everything in 
its path. Many land owners cri- 
ed “peace and safety,” just like 
Paul said, but sudden distruc- 
tion came and they did not 
escape. 








The water began to spread 
over the land, going south until 
it met the already overflowed 
district by the Yazoo and Sun- 
flower rivers. It covers an area 
of about ninety miles long and 
nearly that in width. One plan- 
tation near the break had about 
one thousand families on_ it. 
There has been much suffering. 
People could be seen on houses, 
in trees and most everywhere 
they could get for safety. Some 
of our people are right in some 
of the worst of this overflow. I 
have not heard from them yet. 
One church west of Clarksdale, 
in what is known as the Loop, 
moved out when they saw dan- 
ger and now water is all over 
the land and houses but the 
people are safe. They saved most 
of their possessions. 

There is a camp at Cleveland 
for refugees and many sad 
sights can be seen and tales of 
how they escaped and lost 
everything they possessed can 
be heard. Maybe you will see a 
couple of chickens or a pig stak- 
ed out. It makes my heart ache. 
Other places are in a worse con- 
dition than this state. This is 
the warning and lesson we get 
from it. Many of these people 
had plenty of time to escape 
but waited thinking it would 
not get them, or they had some 
belongings which their rescuers 
could not take so they refused 
the offered help. Boats would 
run up to a house and the boat- 
man would say, “Come on.” 
The question would come back 
many times, “Can you take my 
goods? I want to save my mule, 
cow or something else.” The 
boatman would tell them that

CHURCH TRIBUNAL 





LOCAL CHURCH TRIAL 


J. S. Llewellyn. 

The New Testament very de- 
finitely forbids Christians going 
to law or appealing to the civil 
court for the settlement of dif- 
ferences between themselves in 
worldly matters. “Dare any of 
you, having a matter against 
another, go to law before the 
unjust and not before the 
saints? Do ye not know that the 
saints shall judge the world? 
and if the world shall be judged 
by you, are ye unworthy to 
judge the smallest matter? 
Know ye not that we shall judge 
angels? how much more things 
that pertain to this life? If then 
ye have judgments of things per- 
taining to this life, set them to 
judge who are least esteemed 
in the church.” 1 Cor. 6:1-4. 
Brethren in the church are rath- 
er to ask the judicial fellow- 
members of the church to assist 
them in arbitrating their dif- 
ferences than. to go before civil 
court for settlement of them. It 
has been insisted by some that 
such a case as this was advised 
by Paul because those to whom 
he wrote.were in the midst of 
heathenism and therefore is not 
to be regarded as guide for 
Christians of these days. since 
we are in a land where Chris- 
tian men may sit as judges, but 
there is no hint that the injunc- 
tion is to be so limited to such 
conclusions. 

The reason it gives for the re- 
quirement applies always and 
everywhere. These reasons are 
first, that none are better able 
to render just decisions than 
Christian men who are to judge 
the world and even angels and 
second, that it is improper and 
inconsistent with the profession 
of the humble followers of the 
Prince of Peace that they should 
appear at strife before a worldly 
court also it is reasonable that 
more exact justice can be ren- 
dered by devout and wise Chris- 
tians than is often the case in 
human law where legal techni- 
calities sometimes get in the 
way of justice, honesty and 
equity. The Scriptures exhort 
Christians to suffer wrong rath- 
er than resort to civil court. If a 
great injustice or loss is being 
suffered by one member at the 
hands of a fellow-member he 


‘should proceed according to the 


instructions given in Matt. 18. 
But if the offender will not hear 
the church and is excommuni- 
cated then he is no longer a 
brother in the church and may 
be sued at law. Civil govern- 
ment is for the purpose of up- 
holding principles of justice, 
honesty and fairplay. 

Court litigation is expensive 
and unpleasant and the _ dici- 
sions of the court are frequently 
unsatisfactory to the parties 
concerned. Usually it is better 
and more to the wronged one’s 
advantage to suffer wrong. Of- 
ten mutual concessions can be 
made that will bring adjustment 
of differences and the peaceable 
settlement of the matter in 
question. If this can not be ac- 
complished the two parties may 
choose one or two or even more 
judicious members of the church 
to act as arbitrators and both 
agreeing to abide by the dici- 
sion. If the offender will not 
submit to such expedients the 
offended may bring it before the 
church for hearing after the 
first and second steps have been 
taken as outlined in Matt. 18. 

The church must. then hear 
the case in an orderly manner 
in order to render a right and 





fair decision. In other cases of 
differences between members 
or when a member is charged 
with wrong doing church trials 
become necessary, formal trials 
and judicial decisions are to be 
avoided when ever it is at all 
possible, but when they are nec- 
essary they should be conducted 
in an orderly manner according 
to the just principle of judicial 
judicature. 
Church Trial 

Local church trials are not 
merely a human invention but 
are clearly defined by the word 
of God as a_ proper practice 
when necessity so requires. 
Judicial decision must be made 
by a church sometimes and such 
decisions require in the very na- 
ture of the case the investiga- 
tion of the matter in question, 
the hearing of witnesses, the 
weighing of evidence and _ the 
rendering of decision. The third 
step is outlined in Matt. 18 in 
dealing with one guilty of a per- 
sonal trespass and which is a 
trial by the church. This step 
cannot be taken without a pro- 
cess involving elements of a 
legal court trial. The church 
trial was demanded by the apos- 
tle Paul concerning the disord- 
erly member of the the Corin- 
thian church. The apostle Peter 
was tried and acquitted by the 
church at Jerusalem after he 
had visited Corneilus and God 
so wonderfully poured out His 
spirit upon Corneilus’ house- 
hold and crowned the labors of 
his humble servant with abun- 
dant success. This proved un- 
told blessings to the church in 
general. As the question of Jew- 
ish exclusiveness was judicious- 
ly determined in this case and 
decided against but God had of- 
fered this gospel to the whole 
world, both Jew and Gentile. 
From this we should learn that 
it is not every unpleasant thing 
that arises in the church that 
proves a detriment but on the 
other hand some prove a bless- 
ing. 

Local church trials are essen- 
tial to accomplish the third step 
in discipline as outlined by the 
divine head of the church in 
Matt. 18. Second for dealing 
with one for a general offence 
as outlined in a previous article. 
Third for the adjustment of dif- 
ferences between members. This 
conveys to our minds the im- 
portance of an orderly church 
trial for the settlement of other 
differences that may arise be- 
tween membership or for per- 
sonal and general offences com- 
mitted by any individual mem- 
ber which may require discip- 
line. 

Trial Judges 

In the further consideration 
of this subject the question na- 
turally arises, who are to be the 
judges in a church trial, or who 
may properly sit as judges in a 
judicial hearing of a local 
chureh? This question is Scrip- 
turallty defined in Matt. 18 and 
properly implies that it is to be 
the local church as a whole and 
there is no intimation that it is 
not to be the whole local church. 
Some circumstances are such 
that the action of the whole 
church is required and the judi- 
cial decisions of the whole 
church necessarily applies a 
hearing by the whole local 
church but it is not suffi- 
cient and a waste of time for 
the whole congregation to sit 
as judges in every judicial hear- 
ing or even most of them, more- 
over it is liable to disturb the 








peace of the church as all may 
not be able to see the facts alike. 
Much injury has been brought 
to the Cause by the considera- 
tion of some offences before a 
mixed congregation, also by ill- 
controlled church conferences. 

The Scripture seems to be 
clear that the elders are to rule, 
this may include the judicial af- 
fairs of the church. The reader 
will bear in mind that the final 
decision is made by the whole 
local church or all those who 
are present in conferences. 

Many have seen the ill effect 
of an improper and _ disorderly 
church conference which results 
in confusion and sometimes in 
paralizing the interest of the 
church and even hopelessly di- 
viding its membership. Local 
conference should not be un- 
necessarily allowed to be _ pro- 
longed. The moderator should 
consider definitely all business 
matters and not entertain any 
items of business unless it is 
properly presented and the pre- 
requisites complied with. The 
very best order of government 
to be applied in church confer- 
ence, especially when criticial 
matters are under consideration. 
A brotherly attitude and respect- 
fulness on the part of all are 
important. All signs of ill feel- 
ing are to be frowned upon and 
discouraged. Every method 
should be followed as will tend 
to exclude injustice to anyone. 
It is too often the case that some 
members in their zeal for what 
they think is right and in their 
ignorance of proper principles of 
judicature,well meaning persons, 
prevent justice and causes more 
trouble by resorting to unfair 
methods, even if the decision 
rendered is correct not only 
must the judgment be just but 
the method by which the con- 
clusion is reached must be such 
as will prevent any injustice to 
anyone. The defendant should 
be allowed to speak in his own 
defence as was allowed by the 
ancient Roman in the days of 
Paul. Acts 26:1. He should be al- 
lowed to call witnesses whoever 
he may see fit and each should 
be heard patiently and respect- 
fully, then final decision should 
be reached according to the evi- 
dence produced in the hearing 
and not according to prejudice 
or according to the way any one 
or more individual member 
would like to have it. But the 
whole matter should be weighed 
according to the evidence given, 
granting the accused the pre- 
sumption of innocent until he is 
proven guilty. The orderly pro- 
ceedings of a church trial, an 
impartial hearing, is very im- 
portant, to the proper and legal 
termination of the matters in 
question. 

Order of Proceeding 

First, an opening prayer for 
divine guidance is very import- 
ant, Scripture lesson and a brief 
lecture on the importance of 
fair and honest dealing em- 
phasizing that the principle ob- 
ject in view is the satisfactory 
settlement of all questions be- 
fore the conference and the re- 
claiming of the accused, the 
purity of the church and_ the 
glory of God. 

Second, the charges should be 
made and the case stated. If a 
general offence is before the 
conference the trial may take 
the form of an investigation. In 
such case the moderator will 
conduct the investigation in an 
impartial manner either the 
moderator or the clerk may call 
the witnesses; the testimony 
will be heard and any question 
may be asked the witness that 
will tend to further develop or 
make clear the facts but any 
disposition on the part of any- 
one to intimidate or confuse the 





testimony given should be avoid- 
ed and regarded as highly im- 
proper in dealing with such 
cases. 

If it should be a case of per- 
sonal offence then the injured 
person is to make the charges 
according to Matt. 18, state the 
grievances to the church; 
charges should set forth and 
describe the alleged offences. A 
charge may not allege more 
than one offence but several 
charges against one person with 
the description of the offences 
under each may be made 
against an individual at the 
same time. If that should be the 
case then each individual charge 
should be considered separate- 
ly as the testimony may de- 
velope that he is guilty of some 
of the charges and innocent of 
others, therefore they should be 
determined separately in order 
to make up an intelligent and 
final decision. It is especially ad- 
vised that the charges be writ- 
ten before hand and read in 
conference and a copy be in the 
hands of the accused in order 
that he may be fully advised as 
to what the complaints are in 
order that he may be able to 
prepare his defence. Due care 
should be taken in preparing the 
charges and only those things 
are charged as offences that are 
in violation of Scriptural in- 
junction. The charges should 
be made definite in order that 
they may be easily understood 
and determined. There seems to 
be a_ disposition on the 
part of some to make charges 
so elastic and indefinite that 
they would admit anything that 
might develop in the process of 
hearing. To a great extent this 
is highly improper as_ the 
charges should be definite and 
supported by a statement of the 
offences committed to charge 
one with disorderly conduct, 
without saying whattheconduct 
was would be an injustice and 
to charge one with talking too 
much without saying what the 
talk was is insufficient and not 
proper grounds for a church 
trial. The Bible does not say 
how much one may properly 
talk. The charge should specify 
the details wherein one is accus- 
ed as guilty of slander, the time, 
place and circumstances and 
witnesses should be heard. After 
the charges have been read the 
accused should be allowed op- 
portunity to answer for himself 
and to introduce such testimony 
as he may have at hand, if the 
important witnesses are not 
present and can not be present 
then it is the duty of the moder- 
ator and the accused to lay some 
plan to hear the testimony of 
such important witnesses. 

Testimony of Witnesses 

The witnesses should be call- 
ed in an orderly and in a digni- 
fied manner, given opportunity 
to make their statements as to 
what they know with reference 
to the matter in question and 
after they have given their testi- 
mony then the party introducing 
the witnesses may ask ques- 
tions in order to further develop 
any fact that they have failed to 
make clear after which he may 
be cross examined by the oppos- 
ing party, this should be done 
without any insinuation or in- 
timidation and for the sole pur- 
pose of developing the facts 
in the case. The witness 
should not be allowed _ to 
ask questions of others present 
in support of his testimony but 
should be insisted on to tell 
what he knows and leave his 
testimony to be supported by 
witnesses to be later introduced. 
To allow such results in confu- 
sion and grieves the Spirit and 
gives the enemy an opportunity 
to bring division and work irre-

We cannot carry on the 
work of the Lord in a haphazard 
manner. God honors system and 
regularity. If every individual 
member of the local Church, 
even though its membership 
should not be great, would tithe 
their net income then give offer- 
ings as they are divinely in- 
structed so to do, then a church 
could well support a godly man 
for a pastor and the revival fire 
would burn, God would add to 
their number thus_ increasing 
their strength and power for the 
accomplishment of great good 
in the world. It pays to be liber- 
al toward the great Cause that 
we love. It is written that the 
liberal soul shall be made _ fat 
and he that giveth unto the Lord 
lendeth to the poor. We are ever 
invited to bring all the tithes in- 
to the storehouse and prove the 
Lord and see if He will not pour 
us out a blessing that we shall 
not have room enough to re- 
ceive it. Dear reader, to receive 
and enjoy the _ uncontainable 
blessings means that we should 
obey Him completely.
